Au cours des demi^res ann6es, la 
restructuration g6o-politique mondiale a 
forc6 les nations a reevaluer la fonction de la 
puissance militaire, a la fois au niveau 
national et international.

D'une part, 1’ OTAN doit redefinir sa 
raison d'etre qui, a I’origine etait purement 
militaire, un systeme de protection militaire 
indisociable de 1' id^ologie "anti- 
communiste". Faisant face au "rideau de fer" 
a Test, les membres de I'OTAN s' etait rallies 
centre I'ennemi commun, centre les conflits 



territoriaux et militaires causes par le bloc 
Est. Le principe "d'agression centre un 
membre consider^ comme agression centre 
tous" tenait par l'int6ret mutuel des 
differents pays. Mais aujourd'hui, les 
'ennemis' initiaux du traite, tels que la 
Russie et de nombreux pays de I'Est, 
demandent a entrer dans le cercle de 
protection de 1' OTAN. Se pose alors un 
paradoxe. Les pays membres de I'OTAN ont 
tout int6ret k les accepter pour assurer la 
stabilite a I'Est et done la leur. Mais si tant 
de pays disparates se joignent a I'OTAN, 
cette organisation pourra-t-elle se redefinir 
pour trouver un Element d'int6ret commun 
suffisamment fort pour rallier tous ses 
membres et empecher des discordes 
destructrices, maintenant que I'aspect 
palpable du communisme-ennemi s'est 
retire. Pour assurer sa credibility auprfes de 
ses membres et du monde, I'OTAN se 
demande qui il faut accepter, quand, 
comment et pourquoi*. Et, que faire des 
demandes des pays en conflits territoriaux 
en Europe Centrale. Ce que I'OTAN 
combattait a disparu, I'organisation 
adoptera-t-elle alors un nouveau role de 



securite a I'Est, un des points chauds du 
globe ? Son role s'eloignant de celui d'un 
corps militaire (processus entame par la 
reduction du nombre de forces militaires de 
I'OTAN) deviendra-t-il celui d'un agent 
moderateur k I'Est, enseignant cohabitation 
et cooperation' dans ces zones de friction. 
Ce sont des questions que ses membres 
tenteront de resoudre en Janvier prochain 
lors d'une conference tenue a cet effet. 

Le Conseil de Security de I'ONU, 
con 5 u, lui, comme gardien de la paix 
mondiale, traverse aussi des moments 
difficiles: ^ I'origine son attention se portait 
en priority vers des tensions politico- 
militaires bien definies, mais de plus en plus 
il doit faire face a des conflits disparates a 
tous points de vues (geographiques, 
historiques, politiques et economiques).

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Health care. Education, Welfare, 
Unemployment Insurance, Day Care, 
Pension Plans - Is it really necessary that 
the government be obliged to pay for the 
maintenance of such programs? What 
about a policy of mass privatization? That 
is, let everyone fend for themselves; let 
the social market forces take over and 
stabilize the situation. It may sound 
ruthless but maybe its just what society 
needs - a more cost effective approach that 
will take a sizable chunk out of that 
ominous deficit we keep hearing about. 
Or, perhaps the situation cannot be 
reduced to a cost-benefit analysis. Perhaps 
some heed should be paid to the reasons 
for having these social programs in the 
first place. Perhaps we need to look at the 
human factor. 

We may all be Canadians or landed 
immigrants enjoying one of the highest 
standards of living in the world. However, 
for a myriad of reasons we do not all live 



at the same standard. Let us take a look at 
two existing polarities. 

Child A is born into a family of 
two working, professional parents. She 
grows up in a secure, nurturing 
environment which includes friends, 
school and a weekly allowance. After 
university she is able to find a job and 
begin supporting herself She is able to 
maintain that high standard of Canadian 
living. 

Child B is born into a family of 
two unemployed parents. She foregoes 
an education and social life so that she 
can work small jobs to help support the 
family. Overwork and family tension 
lead her to alcohol as a "temporary" way 
out. Addiction ensues and her jobs are 
lost. A continuous cycle of depression 
and low self esteem begins. 

These scenarios may seem 
melodramatic but they are not in the least 
unrealistic. They are similar in that both 



children had no choice as to the situation 
they were born into. The difference is that 
child B's situation may have evolved into 
problems which, through no fault of her 
own, she cannot solve on her own. She is 
one of the human factors that depends on 
government sponsored social programs. 

In a democracy the need for such 
programs can be registered by the popular 
vote. But what drives the voter to decide 
they are necessary? It really comes down 
to a sense of basic human compassion. A 
desire to help those who cannot help 
themselves. The problem is that in a 
deluge of political rhetoric and convincing 
numbers this compassion factor is easily 
forgotten by the voter. Politicians may say 
we cannot afford social programs. Are we 
then to understand that we cannot afford 
compassion? If so, then the problem is 
more serious than any of us realize.

The first guest this semester will 
be Justice Richard Goldstone of the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court of South Africa.

Food For Thought 

Have Your Cake and Eat It Too

Although we’re back in school 
and preoccupied by worldly issues 
such as the place of law in society, 
what am I doing here issues, and 
exams, there's one basic need which 
we must be careful not to omit from 
our diets: chocolate brownies. This 
mandatory dessert is generally 
considered fattening but thankfully 
one happily found recipe defies all 
logic. The following recipe has only 



107 calories per serving (depends on 
the size and number of servings 
however!), 3g. of fat, 1 mg. 
cholesterol, 13 mg. calcium (more if 
you take a glass of milk too, I mean 
moo), 3g protein, 69mg potassium. 

You need 3oz unsweetened 
chocolate, 1 cup granulated sugar, 
3/4 cup flour, 3 egg whites, 1 
teaspoon vanilla extract (although 
not strictly necessary), 3/4 cup 2% 
cottage cheese and a pinch of salt. A 
piece of advice, use a little more 



chocolate and 1 cup of cottage cheese 
(vs. 3/4), it doesn't change the 
nutritional value that much! You can 
also add some nuts but throw away 
the nutritional info. Preheat oven 
@350°F. Melt chocolate (low heat or 
microwave) and cool slightly. Mix all 
ingredients except chocolate 
(preferably in food processor) until 
smooth. Add melted chocolate, blend 
well. Pour into lightly buttered pan 
and bake 20-25 minutes. This makes 
16 squares.
